IOUS FOR THE COMING 
CHANGE. 
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TROOPS HUMOR. 


If Evacuation Is Not Hastened the Or- 
den Publico May Yet Cause 
Serious Trouble. 


HAVANA. Nov. 19.—Havana Is in a state, 
not of tumult, but of unrest The mass of 
the population not turbulent. It is an 
@nxious as the businers men for a quiet 
trafisition from Spain rule to American con- 
trol. Outside of the vicious and erim nal 
classes, whose numbers have unfortunately 
been increasing, the city dreads disorder. 
All classes may be reied on to exercise 
self-restraint and to ald the authorit.es. 
But they do not know what the army may 
do, and not knowing, they are feverish and 
expectant. It is a question with some 
observers whether the trouble will yet come 
in Cuba, or whether the ambitious soldier 
politicians will mould the troops to their 
Purposes and hold them in check until the 
return to Spain The pfopogsition is not 
@ complicated one. If they get a fair 
umount of the back pay that is due them, 
the troops will remain quiet. 

That many of the battalions are ready 
to mutiny is apparent. These will be the 
first ones placed aboard the transports and 
hastened back. The evacuation is likely to 
be hastened by-this circumstance, The au- 
thorities have been slow and have found 
pretexts for delay, but when they them- 
gelves are threatened if the inaction con- 
t'nves, they will find it feasible to embark 
ahe troops with some rapidity. Captain- 
General Blanco is himself anxious to re- 
turn, but he cannot embark until the prep- 
arations for sending back the troops in 
Havana Provirice have reached a more for- 
ward step. He is said to be urging his 
eubordinates to greater activity. At times 
there has been a probability of a demon- 
etration against the Captain-General. That 
probability is a diminishing one. The hos- 
tility of the troops is now directed against 
Gen. Juan Arolas, Miltary Governor. of 
Havana. Provinee. How deep the feeling 
is aga nst him since he cut down an “Orden 
Publico” with his sword, cannot be judged 
by a person who is not of the army. The 
Spanish soldiers are sullen and undemon- 
etrative. Their obedience is that of dump 
animals. Yet that they will forget te 
death of their comrade is not believed, 
though there may be no open revolt. The 
officers are excestively nervous. They ap- 
vwear to think that the death of the “Orden 

ublico”’ will be avenged on Gen. Arolas. 

That erim old soldier is himself the 
least concerned of all. He would cut down 
with his own hand every member of the 
“Orden Publico’’ if it were necessary (Oo 
maintain discipline. The “Orden Publicos” 
are the flower of the Spanish troops. Rath- 
er. it should be said, they were the flower, 
for as a body they have been dissolved. In- 
stead of béing Havana's police force they 
are now simply regulars in the ranks, under 
the displeasure of the authorities, who do 
not dare disarm them, and with the sym- 
pathy of their comrades. Some of these 
men may have the personal sympathy of 
Gen. Arolas, who, in his republicanism, 
has been charged with Carlist lean-_ngs. 
Many of them were Carlist soldiers, who, 
in concluding a truce with the government, 
stipulated that they should not be required 
to serve in Spain, and were therefore sent 
to. Cuba.

Gen. Arolas himself is one of the 
best soldiers that Spain has ever sent to her 
colonies. If she had more like him, per- 
haps, she would not be yielding her last pos- 
sessions. It. is said of Arolas that he re- 
fused to take the oath to support the mon- 
archy which was required of all the gen- 
erals, and that he declared the word of a 
gfoldier was enough to attest his loyalty. 
Whether this incident is true or not his in- 
dependence made his presence uncomfort- 
able in Spain. and he was sent out as Gov- 
ernor of one of the Philippine Islands, Tes- 
timony to his efficiency in making Spanish 
authority respected by the natives has been 
given by those who were in the Ph lippines 
at that time. It Is also sald that his integri- 
ty was something the other Spanish officials 
could not understand. 

_ When Gen. Arolas was transferred to 
Cuba, he wus in favor of keeping 7 a per- 
sistent warf on the insurgents. le may 
not take rank as a tactician or a strate- 
Kiet, but he saw that the oniy way the in- 
surrection could be subdued was by tread- 
ing on its heels. At that time the plan of 
campaign was an occasiona) demonstra- 
tion by the troops against the insurgents 
and then a long rest. Arolas was fretted 
into acquiescence. He built the trocha 
acrose the western part of the Island, which 
was known as “Weyler trocha,.” and 
Which was measurably successful in keep- 
ing the ineurgents under Maceo from cross- 
ing at will. Arolas’ independent character 
brought him into’ conflict with Gen. Wey- 
ler. He was sent to Santiago Province and 
remained there till eeveral weeks after 
Bianco superseded Weyler. Then he wus 
recalied and made Military Governor of 
Havana Province. 

Gen, Arolas arrived tn Havana on the 
afternoon he day in January on which 
the army offices ovrecipitated the riots 
against Autonomy.

. that if I would tell him the truth about 

Jerger, he would let him live? But 
with deceit im his heart, he waited.

After scandalous charges 
were read and the evidence of several blind pupils and ex- 
employes as to what they “saw” and: surmised concerning 
the conduct of Dr. Sibley and four female teachers, was 
taken, the Board, without hearing a word of testimony in 
defense of the accused, adjourned until Nov. 28. 

Although the charges were of the most scandalous nature 
they were read before the assembled pupils of the school. 
Evidence of the flimsiest kind, assailing the characters of the 
Superintendent and four female teachers hitherto of spotless 
reputation and high standing as educators, was made public 
without giving the accused an opportunity to refute the 
charges. 

What must be the effect of such proceedings on the morals 
of the pupils and the discipline of the institution? What 
possible excuse can there be for the public besmirching of 
five educators, four of whom are women of refinement, cul- 
ture and previous good repute, and leaving them without 
means of defense for two weeks? These persons are pilloried 
in the public eye for that time. 

Gov. Stephens personally conducted the investigation, yet 
he sanctioned this abomination, 

In the pursuit of his objects is the Governor utterly regard- 
less of public opinion, of the msvelfare of the State’s institu- 
tions or of common decency?

Retroactive Law Enforced in 
Porto Rico. 


DATED JULY 26; 
IN EFFECT MAY 1. 


ALL CIVIL PROCEEDINGS WERE 
DECLARED NULL AND 
VOID. 


FO 
VIOLATION OF THE 
PRINCIPLE OF AUTONOMY. 


The Rule Is Still in Force, but the 
People of the Island Expect Gen. 
Brooke to Revoke and 
Overthrow It. 


(Correspondence of the Associated Press.) 

SAN JUAN DE PORTO RICO, Nov. 5.— 
The proceedings of the Spanish govern 
ment have, in some matters, been strange 
and herd of comprehension. A case in 
point recently came to the attention of 
the writer, and with the idea of obtaining 
the true story of the occurrence an in- 
terview was obtained with Mr. Herminio 
Diaz, a prominent lawyer of San Juan 
and ex-president of the Insular Chamber 
of Representatives. Mr. Diaz kindly sup- 
plied the information which is here set 
down: 
‘On July 26 of the present year the Queen 
Regent of Spain issued a royal decree 
(decreto real), by which it was ordered 
that retroactively from the first day of 
May, 1898, and until the end of the then 
existing war with the United States, all 
civil proceedings in the courts of Cuba, 
Porto Rico, and the Philippine Islands 
should be null and void. Also, that all 
appeals to the Supremre Court of the na- 
tion (Madriée), from decisions handed down 
by the Audencia of Porto Rico should be 
suspended and void during this specified 
time. Permission, however, wae granted 
to the Governor-General of Cuba and 
Porto Rico, acting in accord with the min- 
isters of these respective islands, and also 
to the Governor-General of Manila. act- 
ing in accord with the Audencia of the 
Philippines, to modify the rulings of this 
royal decree as_ circumstagces, ‘such 
as the partial occupation by the 
Americans of Porto Rico, Cuba, ete., 
might require. But this permission to mod- 
ify did not effect the ruling concern; the 
matter of appeals to Madrid; herein de- 
cree Was absolute and unalterable. 

This royal decree was not published ifn 
Porto Rico until Sept. 15, and the greatest 
nardship connected with its enforcement 
was its retroactive effect for tour and a half 
months. \ 

Questioned ato whether this decree was 
legaland whether Capt.-Gen. Macias shou!d 
have enforced it or not, Mr.Diaz replied: 

“The only rights held by the Spanish Gov- 
ernment in this respect are those set forth 
in article 955 of the Spanish Commercial 


Code, in which it is said that in time of war, 


epidemic or revolution, litigation growing 
out of mercantile transactions may be or- 
dered suspended, it being requisite to duly 
notify the Spanish Cortes of euch order. _ 
The Spanish Government, therefore, could 
not by royal decree abolish these laws of 
civil and criminal actions without over- 
stepping its rights. Supch action can only 
be taken in Spain by the Spanish Cortes, 
and by this body only when they duly re- 
spect the rights which may have been cb- 
tained under the law which js to te set 
aside. It is distinctly not permissible, es- 
pecially in civil matters, for any royal de- 
cree to have a retroactive effect, as clearly 
does the decree to which we refer. Gen. 
Macias, who made statements in this sald 
decree, was allowed the exercise of his 
judgment concerning its enforcement, 
should have consulted with his ministers 
aand prevented its promulgation. And this 
not only because peace had been signed, 
thereby bringing to an end the state uf war 
which was responsible for the issuance wf 
said decree, but because of the serious’ 
present and future consequence that wouid 
manifestly follow its enforcemeni.”’ 

“Did the Superior Court of Porto Rico 
protest against this measure?’’ | 

“The Superior Court of the island, far 
from attempting to resist the enforcement ' 
of this decree, which violated the Consti- | 
tution of Autonomy, lent itself to its pro- | 
mulgation. And this notwithstanding that | 
the decree was not countersigned by the 
Secretary of Justice, which act was neces- 
sary for its support. That is, the fact that 
the Secretary of Justice had not signed the 
document was ample reason for refusal! 
to recognize it. This court supported the 
Attorney General in his views of the fair- 
ness and justice of the decree and of his 
decision to obey it, in spite of the fact that 
he foresaw the trouble and difficulty it 
would bring to the country, and of his 
knowledge that it was issued after the war 
had ceased. 

“The effect of this ruling upon the coun- 
try was extraordinary. It left Porto Rico 
without courts of justice. As I have pre- 
viously stated in a document set before the 
insular Government, it is impossible, under 
this decree, to oblige a criminal to appear 
before his judges. All sentences given 
since May 1 were revoked and the men 
serving these sentences were set at lib- 
erty As for civil proceedings, even at this 
day it is useless to take claims before our 
courts. Litigation can be started, but it 
very soon comes to a stop. Furthermore, 
and this. is the worst feature of the ; 
it is a law of the country that all judicial 
decisions be subject to refutation within 
a period of time more or less defined. Con- 
sequently, all decisions handed down from 
May 1 until Sept. 16 are null and void and 
the privilege of appeal is destroyed. I ex- 
cused myself from the recital of the long 
list of law suits under trial and being ac- 
tively prepared that have been annulled by 
this decree; also of the many annoyances 
and damages it caused to such men who 
had received certain determined rights and 
privileges under the ruling of our courts 
since the first of May. 

“The decree is st'll in force. But we 
hope that Gen. Brooke will revoke it in its 
entirety and here correct, as he is doing In 
all other cases, one of the greatest errors 
of Spani-h administration.”’ 

Gen. Brooke has promptly fulfilled the 
hopes of Mr. Diaz. Shortly after these facts 
were made known to the’ writer, General

ple and in more modern writers like Arthur 
Morrison, and are used in London even 
more frequently than here. 

Mr. Caine found, however, many potnts 
of variance between the slang of the Bow- 
ery and the Cockney. Many of these could 
be found, some of them apparently coming 
from the corruption of foreign languages, 
German and Italian. The most notable 
difference comes very naturally from the 
difference between Engiish and American 
money, paper money being more frequently 
used in the United States than in England, 
where the smallest currency is a $25 (£5) 
‘note.

‘The Newark got Into them pretty soon 
after we shipped,”’ says Foreman. “We 
went straight from Norfolk to the Cuban 
shore. and about the first thing we saw the 
morning the island came in sight was a 
stone fort on the hillside and a couple of 
ont at the entrance of the har- 
bor. The Newark was cleared for action, 
and we etood in to see if they wanted any 
of our game. As soon as they saw us 
bearing their way they pulled in their b'uff 
and tore great long rips in the blue robe 
of the sea geiting into the harbor.

greatest thing I know of in life. I am ovyer- 
whelmed whith the sense of the heroism of 
the working girls, who, in spite of al] thelr 
dangers, lead good lives.

BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 2.—The bottom 
of a cellar dropped out from under the feet 
of George Connors yesterday and precipi- 
tated him into what he thought was a sub- 
terranean entrance to China. Connors is 
employed by Henry J. F. Nauman, a grocer 
at the corner of Eager and Stirling streets, 
where the accident happened. 

The circumstances surrounding the young 
man’s experience were of a dramatic nat- 
ure at the beg-nning, only to merge into 
the ludicrous after the danger had all 
passed.

a trap door in the floor of the house, in 
order to attend to an errand below.

NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—Dr. Alexander J. 
C. Skene, a well-known physician and 
medical author, says: In my opinion 
there is little ground for the complaint 
that the human stomach is not “up to 
date,” and that civilized man is handi- 
Capped thereby, having the same stomach 
as the cave dweller, in spite of different 
needs. 

I have not seen the number of the Lancet 
containing the article by Surgeon Trevor 
which has caused the controversy, but 
the cablegram on the subject quotes him 
as saying that ‘“‘between the stomach of the 

resent day and the apparatus possessed 
y the cave man of prehisturic times tuere 
is no difference whatever, but between tlie 
old cave man’s dinner of raw hyena steak 
and the pattie fin of to-day there is no 
wonder that our stomach fails so often. 
The cablegram goes on to say that Tre- 
vor, who is spoken of as an eminent Lon- 
don surgeon, ‘‘naving studied the matter 
carefully, thinks that our stomachs are 
too large and favors ‘the removal of a 
considerable portion of them.’ Experience, 
he says, has shown him that such an Op- 
eration would insure greater comfort to 
everyvbody.”’ 

If Dr. Trevor is correctly quoted, I fail 
to agree with him. The whole human 
organization has always been and is still 
undergoing evolutions to make it conform 
with new conditions of human life. There 
are errors in that evolution which are detri- 
mental to us all, but that the human stom- 
ach in the best specimens of the kind has 
not kept pace in the march of development 
I greatly doubt. I think that it is as nearly 
perfect as any organ of the body, and 
certainly would not approve of surgical 
operations to make stomachs smaller. 

The ablest surgeons are taxed to the ut- 
most in repairing diseased and injured hu- 
man structures and have never succeeded 
.n improving the best work of the original 
arc’itect by operative procedures. they 
certainly have not been able to improve 
the stomachs in general use by their surgi- 
eal art. ror aught that | know the ae 
lish surgeon may have said what he did in 
fun. Englishmen can be humorous at times 
though generally ser:ous on the subject of 
stomachs. At any rate, I do not believe 
that any organ of the human body has fal- 
len behind many thousands of years in the 
race for a h gher dev#opment,

She is of the type of woman who came 
out of the crowded countries of Europe, live 
and labor and bear children in this country 
and never forsake the customs of their own 
land. They are as patient as oxen and as 
unimaginative as sheep. They are good 
women in a passive, enduring way, but it is

FOLLY ENDS IN DEATH, 
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WRECK OF THE ATLANTA WAS 
DUE TO A WAGER MADE 
BY THE CAPTAIN, 


CHAMPAGNE SUPPER AT STAKE. 


Only Three of a Crew of Twenty-seven 
Live to Tell the Story of 
Alsea Bay. 


Nov. 19.—One of the 
three survivorae of the crew of twenty- 
seven of the ill-fated Atlanta claims that 
the wreck was due to the carelessness of 
the captain, who paid for his felly with his 
life. The Atlanta was racing with another 
Vessel and was keeping closer in shore in 
order to get the advantage of the wind in 


tacking and to take a short cut to head 
the other vessel off. The ship was close in 
Shore and not seeing the light at Cape 
Foul Weather, steered ahead until it struck 
the reef, about four miles below Alsea Bay 
and about one mile and a half from shore, 
with such terrific force ag to snap the 
masts off like toothpicks, carrying the rig- 
ging and everything with it. 

Two of the survivors after reaching land 
made their way to a cabin and awakening 
the occupanta, started them In all directions 
for help. The farmerg were slow in noti- 
fying the lifesaVing station at South 
Beach, twenty miles away, and the life- 
Savers did not reach the wreck for ten 
hours after it occurred. 

Capt. Clark and his life 
Ored to reach the wreck and rescue any 
that might yet be on the wreck or pinned 
up in the forecastle as supposed by the sur- 
Vivors, but having no horses, it was very 
difficult to get the gurfboat wagon and the 
cannon down the beach toward the wreck 
twenty miles away. 

The lifesavers arrived at Alsea early in 
the morning and hurrying to the wreck 
they found they were unable to do any- 
thing as the ship was beyond the reach 
of their lines and their cannon was use- 
ess. The ship had then broken in two 
and the waves were dashing over her. 

Newport, near where the Atlanta was 
lost, is located in Benton County, on an 
indentation in the long, even coast line 
of Oregon. The place is a dangeroua one 
at the best, safe anchorage being almost 
impossible to obtain, and many good yves- 
seis have gone to pleces on this coast. The 
wreck occurred between Newport and Al- 
sea Bay, the latter point being about 100 
miles north of Coos Bay, and itn all this 
100 miles there is not a spot where a 
ship can safely land. 

Capt, Charles MacBride. or “Prince Char- 
lie" as he jis best known, was a special 
favorite among the British and American 
shipmastersa in th!s port.

I notified the authorities that all 
vessels flying the United States flag might 
come to trade at any time and that they 
must be treated properly and must be re- 
spected, 

“When speaking on this subject to the 
commandant at Olongato, he said that all 
vessels trading there must get pegmission 
from his government. He was unable to 
say whether this applied to ail ports under 
insurgent rule or only to the arsenal at 
Oliongato.”’

Progress of the Torrens System. 


According to the American Land and 
Title Regisiter, the Torrens system of land 
transfer is making rapid headway all over 
the world. 

It has been in operation in Ber tions of 
Europé, of course, for a long time. 

In New South Wales during 1897 land 
titles under the Torrens Act were granted 
to properties reprecenting 268,018 acres of 
Crown lands and 2,941 acres of private 
lands, the cost of transference, including 
legal fees, being £2004, of which £2202 rep- 
resented expenses incurred in bringing the 
private lands under the act, the cost of 
transferring the 268,013 acres of Crown 
lands being only £382. The total erea aealt 
With under the act since 1863 is 18,784,646 
acres, of the estimated value of £40,857,196. 

In the newly acquired Puerto Rico the 
land-transfer method closely resembles 
the Torrens sysiem. A silence of twenty 
years invalidates any claim to land, so 
that there is little litigation on land titles 
in thle courts any more. In ten minutes 
one may trace the condition of the title 
fo any piece of land. The law requires 
that all incumbrances must be recorded 
without delay These records for any 
piece of property are spread on one page 
usually, though some that have been trane- 
ferred frequently have turned to a second 
page. The items never are scattered, how- 
ever, and all of the facts are to be found 
in the one place. A transfer of land must 
be certified before a notary and then the 
registration, With a moderate fee com- 
pigies the record,

Safe robbers are at work in St. Louis in 
accordance with the bold and persistent 
pace set by burglars and highwaymen dur- 
ing the last month. 

One of the most recent victims of the 
cracksmen is the Guimer Lumber Co., 3227 
Chouteau avenue. 

When the janitor opened the lumber com- 
pany’s office early yesterday morning, he 
discovered that sometime during the night 
the safe had been opened and looted. 

Books and papers were scattered every- 
where and the money box was gone. 

It is said the safe contained less than $5 
in cash and it is given out for the future 
information of cracksmen that the Guimer 
Lumber Co. doesn’t keep money in its safe 
at night, beyond a small amount of change. 

But the robbers evidently expected to cap- 
ture the weekly pay-roll, for Saturday is 
pay-day at the lumber company’s office, 
and the combined salaries make an aggrega- 
tion of wealth worth going after. 

The safe was not blown open according 
to the old-fashicned method, but was 
opened in the same manner as that em- 
ployed in the St. Louis Dressed Beef Co.’s 
robbery, which has been previously de- 
tailed, that is, by means of a strong screw 
Which forces the lock out of place. 

This method is new and is a revelation 
to the detectives. One strong point it pos- 
sesses over the old method of fuse and 
dynamite is that there is not so much 
noise. 

The Guimer Lumber Co. doeos noto em- 
ploy a night watchman and there is no in- 
formation as to what time during the night 
the robbery occurred. Entrance was ef- 
fected by means of a skeleton key, as is 
shown by the fact that all of the doors 
and windows were intact. 

The papers, being of no value to the rob- 
bers, were left in the office, but were in a 
woefully tumbled condition. 

The*burglary was promptly reported to 
the police and the same detectives who 
were assigned to the Beef Company rob- 
bery of the night before were sent out 
again with increased duty before them. 

It is believed that in view of severa) re- 
cent safe robberies, an organized gang of 
experts is at work in this city. The work 
of the cracksmen is now overshadowing 
the ordinary burglaries and highway rob- 
beries, which continue to be of nahh and 
even daily occurrence.

The Hungarian Minister of Agriculture, 
according to annual custom, has just pub- 
lished an estimate of the world’s harvest, 
chietly based on reports from the Austro- 
Hungarian Consuls. It appears that this 
year’s aggregate corn harvest is likely to 
fall short of the quantity needed by 18 8-10 
to 151-10 million metrical centners. The 
importing countries will 115 3-10 to 
123 6-10 million metrical centners more 
than their own output, while the export- 
ing countries will be able to send them only 
101 5-10 to 108 5-10 metrical centners. As the 
stores in hand from last year amount 
9 8-10 millions metrical centners, there will 
be a final deficit of 5,000,000 to 6,000,000 metri- 
cal centners. It estimated that the dif- 
ferent countries will be able to export 
follows: The United States, 50,000,000 metri- 
cal centners: Russia, 25,000,000 to 28,000,000; 
Argentina, 9 5-10 Roumania, 7 to 9;

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TRAINING OF CHILDREN. 


Discipline Is Better Than Medicine and 
Should Be Begun in the Cradle. 
By DR. I. N. LOVE. 


HE management of children from the begin- 

ning to maturity should be co-operative, 

upon the part of a ‘‘Dreibund,’’ as it were, 
composed of the parent (both parents should be 
one in view, feeling, sentiment and judgment), 
the physician, and the teacher. This educational 
Pressund must not forget that the child-mind, as 
Prof. Boyce says, ‘“‘is possessed of an fncapacity 
of a relatively diseased sort, and the wise teacher 
is a sort of physician who is to help the child to- 
ward getting that kind of health which we call 
maturity.” 

The physician ts in a position of primary im- 
portance, and if he does his duty fully in the 
premises, he wil) give not only the parents the 
benefit of his knowledge in general as pertains 
to each particular child, but the teacher as well, 
appreciating the fact that the relation of the 
teacher to the child is serious, vital, sacred. 

The “‘Dreibund’’ referred to must keep in mind, 
in helping the child from its “incapacity of a 
relatively diseased sort” toward the “health of 
maturity,”” the importance of the mind of the 
child over and above the subject which is being 
taught to it. Studies are only the implements 
used in molding, chiseling and developing the 
living mind, that is being watched, and by its 
reactions the labor should be directed. I can best 
illustrate the point by a quotation from Josh Bil- 
lings, who once said: ‘“‘Were I a doctor, I would 
think a great deal more of treating my patient 
than his disease." If the man is managed right, 
yeu can let his disease take care of itself, and 
it don’t make so very much difference what medi- 
cine you use. Nor must we lose sight of the 
thought that the mind and the body develop 
properly: only in direct relations with each other. 
On general principles, we can not have a good 
mind without a good physical development. If 
there be exceptions, they are only seeming ones, 
and not real. The big, well developed brain, 
crowded with knowledge, possessed of great in- 
tellectual activity, coupled with a puny form, is 
in a general way doomed to be a more dismal 
failure than if it had been more poorly endowed 
mentally, because its capacity for suffering is 
iniensified, it more acutely knows the complete 
wreck that it is (unless it be a well-developed 
philosopher), it realizes to the fullest that ig- 
merance is bliss, and knowledge is sorrow. Phy- 
stcians have had pronounced and _ convincing 
demonstrations, recently, of the power of matter 
over mind in the successful treatment of dwarfs, 
cretins and idiots, by the Internal exhibitions of 
the thyroid glande. 

The physical training should be begun at birth, 
if not before, and continued till adult life and 
after; the mental can be left pretty much to it- 
eelf for the first few years; indeed, there is dan- 
ger in premature mental training, but’ the 
moral education should be begun in the cradle. 
The regularity which we physicians insist upon in 
ti.e daily life of the infant for physical reasons, 
helps in its moral education, for system and reg- 
ularity are favorable to mortality, In that they 
act as a check on impulse. Surely, order, sys- 
tem, is heaven's first law. 

There can be no question that the physical re- 
straints of infantile life should be continued in- 
definitely, for the development of an ability to

but to goodness as well. System, rules and reg- 
ularities which develop directness and certainty 
of conduct, are helpful morally and intellectually. 
Sy .guch course the emotional centers are curbed 
r .d kept within bounds, and the intellectual cen- 
‘sts, .ANd moral fiber are strengthened. At this 
polit jet me urge the importance of emphasizing 
in the mind of the mother and the child, the 
thought that their emotional i{mpulses need to be 
constantly controlled, kept in check. 

Ohildren, large or small, are always in much 

, more danger of losing their head than their heart. 
We-cannot too strongly impress the mother with 
the fact that the systematic regime for her babe 
fa then not only helpful, necessary, physically, 
Lut that it is the first ‘step in mental and moral 
cducation, developing self-control and obedience,

“If you were to take an eminently practical poy 
and school him into the superficial, sentimental, 
emotional and dependent habits of the average 
girl, with the ordinary attendants of a corset, 
titht and high-heeled shoes and indoor 
and insufficient clothifig, and let him live on de- 
oxygenated air, with no hope except to get mar- 
ried, and not allow him to purchase even as muc! 
as a railroad, ticket for himself, never have 
pocket in his clothes, spend hours daily curlin; 
his hair and preparing to spend a frivolous even- 
fie, etc., he would develop into a veritable hys- 
‘erical nonentity, capable of producing only his’ 
kind.” 

During these developmental years, to properly 
equip a girl that she may be a well endowed / 
woman, helpful to herself and the world, her phy- 
ical training should move along the same lines 
as her brother’s.

UNSHINBE and oxygen are good for the 
and will prevent it from’ turning 
Sunshine and oxygen are necessary 
health and perfect health ts necessary to glossy, 
beautiful hair. If a person is in poor health, the 
hair loses its gloss and grows dingy-looking, but 
on the health returning the color of the hair be- 
comes brighter. 

Brown bread ite beneficial to dark hair, be- 
cause of the iron in it. There is much more iron 
in brown bread than in wheat bread. Sarsaparilla 
is also very good in preventing gray hair. Bi- 
carbonate of soda will keep golden hair light. A 
weak solution of peroxide of hydrogen will also 
serve to keep golden hair Nght. This should not 
be used more than two or three times a year, as 
it is very injurious and makes the hair exceeding- 
ly dry. 

The hair should be brushed twice a day—d0 
strokes in the morning and 100 at night. This is 
very beneficial. 

A good wash for the hair may be made of borax 
—a penny’s worth will do—dissolved in a basin of 
warm water. Take a cake of good soap and lather 
the head. When well lathered wash and rinse un- 
til all trace of soap is removed. 

A great inany women are troubled with dan- 
druff. A teaspoonful of borax, dissolved in a tea- 
cup of water, rubbed into the scalp will serve to 
remove this d:sease. 

A good stimulant for the scalp is made as fol- 
lows: Boll one-half a pound of yellow dock root 
in a pint and a half of water. Strain and add one- 
eighth of an ounce of salt, three-fourths of an 
ounce of sweet oi], one-fourth of a pint of rum, 
oné-fouvrth of an ounce of powdered borax and the 
juice of one cnion, Perfume with lavender and 
apply to the roots of the hair with a flannel cloth. 

An excellent hald wash may be made of one 
tablespoonful of spirits of hartshorn, one tea- 
spoonful of torax and a quart of soft filtered 
water. Mix all together and boil. Apply to the 
head with a soft sponge and rub the head well 
with a dry towel. This should be used once a 

week. But all women cannot wash their hair once 
a week. It depends on the hair and upon the in- 
dividual. Some women have very oily hair— 
others very dry hair. Oily hair may be washed 
once and often twice a week without injurious re- 
sults, while dry hair should not be washed more 
than once or twice a month, as it files so and does 
mot look well after a shampoo.

DANGERS IN NOSEBLEED.

7 OSPRLEED is of such common occurrence 
N that but little attention is paid to this cot- 

dition as a rule, when, as a matter of fact, 
there possibility of serious results 
and the possibility of a fatality from what seems 
an incipient hemorrhage of the nostrils; as was 
shown during the past week in the case at East 
St. Louls, where a man died from nosebleed. 

There are several simple remedies which, if 
applied at once, will ueually prove efficacious. 
Ice applied to the back of the neck is one. This 
merely increases the effect of drawing cold water 
into the nostrils, commonly practiced, and stops 
the bleeding by congestion. Vinegar snuffed into 
the nostrils is but the effect may be un- 
pleasant. A plug of cotton is also a good remc- 
The cotton should be moistened with vine- 
gar or coated with vaseline in erder not to be Ir- 
riitating. When none of these remedies stops the 
bleeding a physician should be called in. It is 
not advisable to use drugs of any kind without a 
cector’6 advice.

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INJURIES TO THE SOLAR PLEXUS, 


The Great Nerve Center Which May Be 
Struck by Any Enemy. 
By DR. SCOTT PARSONS. 


Hike object of this article Is to trace the hidden 
and peculiar phenomena produced upon the 
ganglionic and cerebro-spinal nervous cen- 
by a force from without the abdomen. 
The peculiar symptoms which appear following 
an injury to the selar plexus I cannot more clear- 
ly relate than by giving the history of a case 
fresh in my memory. 

A boy, 10 years of age, wae carrying coal from 
the cellar and attempted to mount the steps 
with a weighted scuttle when he lost his balance 
amd fell backward, The scuttle dropped from 
his grasp and he managed to regain his equilib- 
rium, but in doing so he was thrown forward in 
such a manner that the episgastrum struck a 
projecting corner of the masonry. The blow 
was very light, and occasioned not the least pain, 
nor he feel the effects of it for a few sec- 
onds, and he attempted again to mount the steps 
with the coul. He managed to reach the top 
of the cellar steps, when a deathly sickness over- 
came him, and he dropped as one shot. 

His mother found him lying doubled up on the 
ground, his face livid, eyes projecting with a 
deathly stare, features contracted mouth wide 
open, lips drawn tight, exposing the teeth, the 
breathing rapid, intermittent and stertorous, 

I‘inding the boy could not answer her questions 
picked him up and carried him into the 
and summoned me. No sooner had she 
placed him on the bed than he commenced the 
most violent vomiting. She loosened the child's 
clothing and. discovering his imbs and body quite

back. The most violent retching ensued, but the 
food would lodge in the mouth and throat as 
though the expulsive power wae deficient. Fol- 
lowing this he seemed to gain control of certain 
powers, and the screaming began, and with each 
paroxysm he would attempt to raise himself in 
bed and fall back screaming. 

I arrived at the house shortly after the mes- 
suge was eent, and expected to see an anxious 
mother and suffering child, but, to my surprise, 
I was met at the door by the mother with a 
amiling face and led into the bed chamber to wit- 
nesa the patient talking and laughing to his lit- 
tle brother. In less than 15 minutes from the 
time of the accident the symptoms abated with 
the rapidity with which they came, the vom- 
iting ceased, the body surface became warm, the 
features resumed a natural appearance and the 
boy was able to tell his mothee what had befalion 
him. 

I gave the boy 4@ thorough examination, both ob- 
jectively and gubjectively, and falled to find an 
infnitesimal eymptom oc trace of what happened. 
The abdomen presented not the minutest sensi- 
veness, either by superficial or deep pressure in 
There was not the vestige of a brulse 
nor evidence of abrasion of the skin. I coud 
pound over the stomach eben causing pain, and

I saw him the next day and made another ex- 
amination, but failed to elicit the slightest symp- 
tom. I watched him for several days, instructing 


the mother to observe Closely his excretions, but 
discovered nothing, 


Tiere is a most peculiar condition, one that the 
patholegist is unable to explain. for there remains 
no pathologicc! state to Study. There undoubt- 
edly mueéet be neural pathology, a molecular dis- 
placement of the axis cylinder, but it can only 
be temporary; otherwise in its wake must follow 
the usual symptoms of inflammation. And though 
we are unable to discuss the pathologica) condi- 
tion in nerve centers themselves, one can trace 
their effects through the nervous cords to the 
org2né upon which their energy is spent. 


The solar or epigastric plexus lies directly be- 
hind the stomach and in front of the aorta and 
erura of the diaphragm. It is the largest nerve 
center of the sympathetic nervous System. It 
supplies all of the abdominal viscera and is in- 
timately connected with the dorsal ganglia. the 
cardiac plexus and hypogastric plexus by numer. 
ous intervening cords. 


A blow, therefore, upon the solar plexus would 
be transmitted through the entire sympathetie 
nerve, reaching from the cavity of the skull te 
the coccyx and affect every organ in the body. 

Nor does its connection rest here, for it is inti- 
mately associated with the cerebro-spinal nervous 
s}stem, through which its hollewings are made 
public. 

Taking the symptoms in the order named, let 
us follow the impulses through their various paths 
to their destinations. 

Following the flow there ts vertigo. Here we 
have first an action on brain and heart. The im- 
pulse is carried from the solar plexus along the 
greater splanchnics to the gangliated cord and 
thence to the arteries at the base of the skull, the 
cardiac plexus of the sympathetic also recetv- 
ing its impulse through the cardiac branches 
running downward from the cervical ganglia, 
The concussion of the plexus, causing a molecu- 
lac displacement of its axis cylinder, must, 
through refiex action, excite a contraction of the 
media of the arteries at the brain, shutting off the 
blood supply and producing an anemic brain. 

This action of the sympathetic on the heart 
would also render it anemic, and according to ite 
truthful action, produce an acceleration of the 
heart beat, but is probably overcome by the ex- 
cited action of the pneumogastric nerve, which 
is that of inhibition. 

The collapse or fall mav¥ be caused by the con- 
tinved anemia of the brain or through a par- 
alysis of the muscular system, conveyed to the 
motor fibers of the cerebro-spinal nerves through 
the sympathetic. I am inclined to accept the 
latter theory, for with the former would come 
total unconsciousness, and such is not the case. 

The surface of the body becomes blue and cold. 
This action le also through the sympathetic, the 
smaller arteries stimulated to contraction, and 
as a result the abdominal vessels become greatly 
distended, taking up all the blood, even draining 
the heart, starving the body surface and rendec- 
ing it cold and blue. Here, aleo, the heart ac- 
tion becomes feeble for the want of material to 
work upon. ’ 

The action on the third nerva causes an ex- 
treme elevation of the levator palpebrae, exposing 
the eyeball, while a sympathetic branch connect- 
ing the superior cervical ganglion with the len- 
ticvlar ganglion, which controls the action of the 
iris, in response, causes a paralysis of the Pradl- 
ating fibers of the iria, and the pupil contracts 
in consequence of the action of the . circular 
fibers. 

Protrusion of the eveball? Is caneed by an. irrt- 
tation to the cervical portion of the cord, : th» 
nerve force of which is’ conveyed through the 
branches of the sympathetic, joining the cervi- 
cal ganglion to the cervical spinal nerves. 

The contracted features are not those indicative 
of pain, for it is an involuntary action, a epasmdio 
contraction over which the subject hag 80 com- 
trol. 

These muscles are supplied by the facial nerve, 
whose communication with the sympathetic takes 
place in the aqueductus fallopli by filaments 
which accomoany the middle meningeal artery. 

The effect upon the respiration is poesiDly pro- 
duced by the vis nervosa transmitted to the dla- 
phragm through the phrenic nerves, which fe- 
celve branches from the sympathetic at their ort- 
gins and also terminations, and partly by the 4i- 
rect action of the pneumogastric. As the pheu-

The fungous growth which the plain peo- 
ple deem but one degree removed from 
‘toadstools, and epicures think cheap at a 
dollar a pound, may be purchased at the 
fashionable markets at any season of the 
year, fresh from earth every morning, the 
same as hot rolls from a baker. 

A 8t. Louls mushroom company markets 
an average of & pounds daily. The tooth- 
some morsels are not raised in rich pas- 
tures, as the dictionaries suy, nor in per- 
pared hot-houses like other tender plants, 
but down in subterranean gardens where 
@arkness reigns and heat cold, rain 
nor snow, ever penetrates. 

Gome of the thousands of people who 
have passed the intersection of Keokuk 
etreet and California avenue in the last 18 
months may have noticed in the ho.low at 
the southwest corner a little stone house 
with slanting corrugated roof and a d.lapi- 
dated wooden shed near by. There are also 
piles of black earth about and pieces of an 
old windlass. There is nothing about any 
of these things to attract attention, but be- 
neath there is much of interest. The stone 
house, not higher than a man—covers a 
shaft. When its door is a black pit 
walled with masonry is visible, with a lad- 
der running down.

One man is at work in the garden all day.

The hermit was born of noble parentage 
in Sizzario, Lombardy, Italy, in 191. He 
was the only son of wealthy parents, yet 
was moved by religious enthusiasm to turn 
his back upon luxuries and become a wan- 
derer. 

While in the park of the family palace, 
he reported to hiis parents he saw an 
apparition of the Virgin, with one finger 
pointing afar off. He interpreted this to 
mean that was to follow a_ solitary 
life in the distant lands.

He was only 17 vears old when he formed 
resolution. His parents were deepls 
rrieved at his determination, and to please 
them spent three years in study and 
rejiection. At the end of that time he was 
still steadfast in his resolution, and, staff 
in hand, he started for Rome. [or seven 
years he lived alone in caves in Italy, and 
for five years journeyed on foot. over 
Europe. He then joined the order of St. 
Anthony. 

Soon after that event he salted for 
New World, landing at Carracas,, Venez- 
He traversed Brazil, Chili and Ar- 
gentine on foot, working as a missionary 
among the Indians. At length he made his 
way to the voleano of Orizaba in Mexico, 
and gained fame as a physical as well as 
i spiritual doctor among the Indians. He 
visited the City of Orizaba to lecture and 
was thrown into prison by the civil au- 
thorities. He demanded a trial and was 
deported to Cuba. Thence he sailed to 
New York, walked to Montreal, Canada. 
From there he made his way across Cana- 
dian and American wilds to the mouth of 
the Mississippi River. He imitated Father 
Marquette by traversing the stream ina 
emall boat. He arrived at St. Louls Dec, 9, 
1861. 

Or his life in St. Louis but little Is known, 
but that he was here during wartimes is 
attested by the passport now in the posses- 
sion of Mr. Romero, who conducted the 
pilgrimage up Hermit's Peak. 

Armed with this passport, Augustinian! 
walked to Kansas City and Westport, Mo., 
preparatory to crossing the plains to the 
haunts of the savage tribes.

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EGYPT’S ARMY 
AND THE SIRDAR. 


HY is Sir Herbert Kitchener, Lord Kitch- 
W. ener of Khartoum, called Sirdar? A quar- 
? ter of a century ago or thereabouts, at 
the time when Great Britain occupied Egypt and 
took the Sultan’s khedive under its tutelage, one 
of its first acts was to reorganize the Egyptian 
army. The reorganization of the native troops in 
its various possessions is invariably the first step 
which Great Britain always takes toward civiliz- 
ing a new province. And this it Is, too, which has 
made England so euccessful as & colonizing na- 
tion. British officers then were sent to Egypt and 
placed at the head of the native troops. These 


rs drilled the troops, taught them the man- 
a pe arms and gradually instilled in them that 
game esprit de corps and enthusiasm which makes 
the British army itself such a compact and for- 
midable body. The native troops were allowed to 
- petain their colore, their flags and insignia and all 
the paraphernalia of war distinctively the attri- 
bute of an unconquered people. British statesmen 
went further. They even allowed the same mil- 
itary titles to remain. It was @ tactful thing to 
do; Britain lost nothing thereby and the Egyp- 
tian warriors retained all that was sentimentally 
@acred to them. 

Thus, therefore, the very ancient words, eirdar, 
bimbashi, jougoul, etoc., remained in the army. 
The sirdar of the Egyptian army is the general- 
in-chief. The bimbash!i {fs a major, the jougoul 4 
captain. Sirdar—literally it means officer—is as 
old an expression almost as the country of the 
Pharaohe itself. In Arabic the word means “head 
man.” There needs be little stretch of the imag- 
ination to see how the term came to be given to 
the commandant of the Egyptian forces. 

Sir Herbert Kitchener ts the second sirdar of 
Egypt, the first to bear that name being Major 
General Sir Francis Wallace Grenfell. Now the 
military. forces occupying Egypt are of two class- 
es: The British army, whose commander is Gen. 
Grenfell, and the native army, commanded by Sir 
Kitchener, the sirdar. Each works independently 
of the other. Gen. Grenfell’s forces are under 
direct control of the war office {in London; Sirdar 
Kitchener’s troops are controlled by the khedive, 
Abbas Pasha’s war minister, until recently Abanl 
Pasha is but the servant of Lord Cromer, Great 
Rritain’s agent in Cairo. Several times in recent 
years the khedive, chafing under British so-called 
protection, has sought to dismiss the sirdar, but 
British bonds were too strong to be shaken off. It 
is scarcely more than a year and a half ago that 
Abani Pasha sought to get rid of Sir Herbert 
Kitchener. And how near he came succeeding 
French diplomats, and particularly M. Hanotaux, 
well know. It was at this juncture that Lord 
Cromer’s powerful diplomacy came into good use. 
This strong man of Egypt's land, whom England 
has just sent back to Calro at an immeasurable 
personal sacrifice—a sacrifice which cost him the 
life of his devoted wife—plainly told the khedive 
he wouldn’t have it. “It is absolutely necessary 
for your own safety and that of the army and the 
land,” he is reported to have said, “that Sir Kitch- 
ener should remain.” And the khedive bowed to 
the dictum and Aban! Pasha was dismissed from 
office. And events have fully justified this de- 
cision.

T° FITS native home the polar bear does not 


often meet with small boys anxious to treat 

him to buns and other dainties. The conse- 
quence is that bruin has to devise many curious 
ways of securing his food, and none {s more 
etrange and Interesting than that related by two 
trustworthy travelers in Greenland, that coun- 
try of strange sighte. 

They have known the polar bear to take 4 
stone or a huge lump of ice tn his forepaws and 
from a favorable height, as a cliff or a precipitous 
hill, to hurl the missile down on the head of a 
walrus—an enormous brute, often twice the size 
of the bear—and so stun him that bruin could 
ruéh in and complete the destruction at his lels- 
ure, thus securing a month's rations. 

The most usual food of the ice bear, as the 
Germans very appropriately call this beast, Is 
the common seal of the Arctic regions. The lat- 
ter Is the warlest animal of the North, and both 
Eskimo and polar bear need their best strategy 
to catch it. 

In the summer time, when the snow is off the 

ice of the ocean shore and islets, the seals can 
be plainly seen as black dots on the ice, prob- 
ably asleep, but always near their holes, which 
lead down through the thick ice to the water be- 
low, and tnto which they can throw themselves 
by the least movement. Bruin, seeing one afar, 
walks up As near as he deems safe, and then be- 
gine crawling on his wary prey. 
_ The seal, if the weather be pleasant and sunny, 
takes short naps, relieved by shorter moments, 
when {ft is scanning the vicinity for signs of an 
enemy's approach. During these times the bear 
is very quiet and as still as death itself, with 
eyes apparently closed, though really a corner of 
each is kept open; and in this way he hopes the 
seal will take him for a heap of snow, an ap- 
pearance which his coat readily helps him to as- 
sume.

SAVING SHIPS 
~ 
SME ships have paid for themselves over 
and again in salvage money, Few of the 
big liners have done anything of startling 
importance in the towage line. There ig an un- 
written law with the great transatlantic steam- 
ship companies that their ships save life at sea 
whenever possible, but triple-expansion engines 
and twin screws must not delay to save pereonal 
property. The opportunities for towing disabled 
vessels to the nearest port’’ are as many with 
the swift passenger and mail ship as with the 
easy-going, cheap tramp. The latter grasps 
the chance every time. Sometimes in the wild 
tumble of the sea and the herculean strength of 
the wind the pigmy cargo boat. with the Dig, 
crippled greyhound trailing behind at the end of 
a monster steel or Manila hawser, has to let go 
with dispatch, !f not exactly with neatness, and 
the two vesels part company in a blinding snow- 
storm or in the blackness of the night. The next 
day, wind and wave go down, and, as frequently 
has been the case, another tramp steamer comes 
along to gobble the prize. 

It’s rather rough on the first tramp, which may 
have had the disabled ehip in tow for some 
hours, if not for several days, but the admiralty 
courts make allowance for intentions as well as 
for deeds, and the original salvage hunter is re- 
warded in some way, though, of course, not in 
proportion to what the award would be had the 
unfertunate vessel towed the more unfortunate 
ehip in. 

Any experienced shipping man can testify that 
there have been more legal rows over salvage 
than over charter parties, and that is saying a 
good deal. In making a salvage award the 
“ourts. among other things, dwell fully upon 
these points: 

i. The cost of the disabled vessel and her cargo. 
Life is a second consideration in a salvage re- 
ward, though it frequently affects the size of the 
award. 

2. The peril of the disabled vessel. 

3. The nearest point of land, 

4. The time lost by the towing steamer. 

5. The distance towed. . 

6. The amount of extra coal burned in towing. 

7. How fer did the craft rendering assistance 
go out of her course, if any? 

& Condition of weather and sea, 

9. The peril of the towing craft. 

These and numerous other points are taken into 
consideration. The greater the disabled ship, size 
as well as value, and the greater her danger, the 
more valuable becomes the aid rendered, and 
naturally the greater the award. 

Salvage need not necessarily be earned at sea. 
A ehip on fire in port will bring a swarm of 
speculative tugboats to her side as quickly as a 
small boy might drive a marble from his thumb 
and finger. Every tug that manages to get a 
line aboard that ship will sweep down on her for 
salvage. All claims are not allowed by the courts, 
and justly so. The demands of wreckers for 
floating stranded vessels is another form of salv- 
age that courts have dealt with seriously of late, 
and the awards in many instances have been enor- 
mous. Take the stranding of the American liner 
St. Paul at Long Branch as a demonstration. 
Three wrecking companies were identified with 
the work of getting this ship from the beach. 
It was shown that the ship was worth $2,650,000, 
and the value of the cargo was placed at $1,980,989. 
The steamship company disputed the claim, a cus- 
tomary contention, but Judge Brown, in the United 
States District Court, gave judgment for $160,000. 
Of this salvage $131,275.65 was charged to the ship 
and $28,724.35 to the cargo, which was a general 
one. 

There are some twenty-five steamers trading 
with this port that have been particularly ‘“‘lucky”’ 
in picking up and towing into harbor disabled 
craft. One of the most succeesful is the old 
oxeter City, and the owners of this ship have 
been able to buy and build other steamers that 
the Exeter City pa'd for with her salvage money. 
The Palmyra was among the first ships the Exeter 
City saved. It was a pretty difficult job, it be- 
ing feared at one time that both vesels would go 
down. 

The towing in of the big Strathleven wae an- 
other good mark to the ship, and the salving of 
the Regina drifting helplessly in midocean was 
among her last. The schooner Agnes Manning, 
with the bad record of having sunk the Old 
Dominion liner Manhattan, off Fenwick Island 
Shoals, resulting in the loss of nineteen lives, 
on October 19, 1889, is also on the list of the craft 
that the steamer towed in. This was in 1894. The 
Manning was a clear case of hasty abandonment, 
which ‘!s ten to one more common among sailing 
veesels than steamers. ‘The schooner was found 


derelict with twelve feet of water in her hold, 
420 miles to the eastward of Sandy Hook. It was 
made, and the <«ourt gave her $850 for actual ex- 
penses and & per cent of the property saved, 
broke her main shaft after that and had to be 
towed in.

The average daily journey of a street car is 120 
miles. Although these figures geem excessive, a 
speed of seven miles an hour, 18 hours a day, 
would easily accomplish it. : 

Every day the street care of this country carry 
as meny passengers as there are inhabitants of 
Greater ‘New York, Chicago, Philadelphia and 
Beston. 

The enormous value of the street railway sys- 
tems of the country is rarely appreciated, but as 
a matter of fact it would take all the coin. notes 
and certificates in circulation in the United 
States to purchase all the lines, and this sum 
would more than liquidate the national debt.

lurgical section of Franklin Insti- 
stitute, Philadelphia, is conducting some 
interesting experiments in the ‘“micro- 
structure of bronzes.’’ He says: 

The microscope has long been employed 
in the examination of minute forms of life, 
and of the gestructure of leaves, flowers, 
thin and transparent sections of woods, 
minerals and other objects. More recently 
the powerful eye of the microscope has 
been called to the ultimate etructure, or 
arrangement of molecules of metals. 

“A coin, fresh from the minting press, 
presents to the naked eye a beautifully 
polished, smooth surface, but when exam- 
ined under ae strong magnifying glass, 
many defects appear, and the surface is 
seen to be full of pits or small holes and 
other surface irregularities, while the de- 
sign looks coarse and crude. This is quite 
natural, to be expected, and a very mod- 
erate magnification suffices to show these 
defects, which have long been familiar to 
most people. 


A LEXANDER E. OUTERBRIDGE, JR., 
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“Within the past score of years eminent 
scientists in Europe and in this country 
have been delving far deeper than this into 
the mysteries of the molecular structure 
of metals by the aid of powerful micro- 
scopes, assisted by photography.” 

At the meeting of the Mining and Metal- 
Section, President Outerbridge, in 
his address upon the ‘“Micro-Structure of 
Bronzes,” presented & large number of 
micro-photographs, which had been made 
for him by Fred. P. Maisch, son of the late 
Professor Maisch, the well-known botanist, 

In order to first fustrate the power of 
the microscope in showing defects in coins, 
Mr. Frederick E. Ives placed in his ap- 
paratus, called the “megascope,”’ a bright 
new silver coin. A powerful are light was 
focused upon the coin, and by an arrange- 
ment of mirrors and lenses an enormously 
magnified image of it was projected upon 


the screen, so that the imperfections that 


are seen by a single observer when such 
a coin is examinesl under ‘a microscope be- 
came visible to the entire audience. Gold 
and copper coins were likewise thus shown, 
and the speaker said that the new method 
of studying the molecular etructure of the 
metals consisted in first grinding or filing 
the surface to be examined as smooth and 
flat as may be, next polishing it to remove 
all scratches, and then etching in acid in 
order to develop the crystaMine structure 
of the alloy.

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MRS. ISAAC GOOSE 
WAS MOTHER GOOSE. 


T IS generally thought that “Mother Goose” 
Was a name “got up’ to please the young. 
This is not the case. There was 4 real Mrs. 
Goose, who signalized herself by her literature 
for the nursery. This curious fact we learn, says 
the Congregationalist, which, in describing 4a 
Christmas Festival at the old South Street Church 


in Boston, enters pretty largely into a biography 
of the lady. Her maiden name was Elizabeth 
Foster. She whs born at Charlestown, where she 
resided until her marriage with Isaac Goose, 
when she became stepmother to 10 children. As 
if that was not a sufficient family to look after, 
she by and by added six children of her own to 
the number, making 16 ‘‘goslings’’ in all. It was 
rather a heavy handful, and we do not wonder 
that she poured out her feelings in the cele- 
brated lines: 

“There was an old woman who lived in a shoe; 

She had so many children she didn’t know what 

to do,”’ . 

To entertain her young flock, Mrs. Goose was 
in the habit of telling little stories in prose and 
verse, and singing songs which were highly rel- 
ished. Though tasked, she spent, on the whole, 
an agreeable existence. Her children having 
grown up, she was very much at her ease. Her 
daughter, Elizabeth, became the wife of Thomas 
Fleet, a printer in a small way in Boston. With 
this daughter Mrs. Goose, now a widow, went to 
live, and had the satisfaction of einging her oid 
songs to her infant grandson. 

Now begins the literary history of Mother Goose. 
Fleet, the son-in-law, was a shrewd fellow, and, 
as a printer, he thought he might turn a penny 
by noting down granny’s nursery songs and sell- 
ing them in a cheap and attractive form, They 
were issued in a book under the title, “Songs 
for the Nursery; or, Mother Goose’s Melodies 
for Children. Printed by T. Fleet, at his Print- 
ing House, London, Pudding Lane, 1719. Price, 
2 coppers.” 

This title age also bore a large cut of a verit- 
able goose, with wide, open mouth, showing that 
the proverbial irreverence of sons-in-law is not 
a thing of recent origin. We are told that old 
Mother. Goose did not resent the pictorial illus- 
tration, but took it just as sweetly as she had 
taken all the other trials of her life. Possessing 
her soul in patience, and gladdening the hearts 
of her grandchildren, she lived until 1757, dying 
at the advanced age of 92. 

There, then, as we are assured, is the true his- 
tory of Mother Goose. How the little books she 
originated have epread over the world need not 
be specilied,

properly mounted and its entire surface 
examined in the microscope under a strong 
light. By substituting a camera for the 
eye, and focusing the image under a sensi- 
tized plate, a ‘‘micro-photographic negative 
is obtained, from which prints may be made 
in the usua] manner. 

A new cent (copper, tin and zine bronze) 
was thus treated and the photograph pro- 
jected upon the screen. ‘The general ap- 
pearance of the picture of this cent may 
be compared to that of a field which has 
been ploughed and then harrowed or raked, 
and the speaker said that when compared 
with the specimens of “‘cast’’ bronze, which 
would follow, this cent metal would ap- 
pear exceedingly fine-grained and homo- 
geneous. The micro-photographs of cast 
bronze specimens next shown resembled a 
ploughed field before harrowing, except 
that the furroughs, instead of appearing as 
parallel lines, were broken up into groups 
of various forms, some long, some short, 
some at right angles, some V-shaped and 
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some in circles. 
This is the “micro-structure,” so called, 
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of metals, and the speaker attributed the 
comparatively | fine-grained appearance of 
the coin metal to the enormous compres- 
sion of the molecules of the metal in the 
coining press. 

A large number of apecimens of different 
bronzes were subjected to this method of 
examination. These were cut from as 
many castings, the immediate practical 
object being to find out if possible why 
some of these castings are more dense and 
homogeneous than others, and therefore 
more durable when subjected to wear, or 
more suitable for cylinders tn which steam 
is confined under high pressure, or for hy- 
draulic work. 

Illustration No. 1 !s reproduced from 
a micro-photograph of the surface of @ 
bronze coin, which had been filed flat 
(eradicating the design), then polished and 
dipped itn a weak solution of acid tn order 
to develop the structure, 

The area of metal photographed was not 
not quite one-sixteenth of an inch square, 
Or about the size of a pin head. 

Illustration No. 2 shows the appearance 
of a cast bronze specimen at the extreme 
edge of a disc about an inch and a half in 
diameter. 

No. 3 shows the micro-structure of the 
metal at the center of the same disc. 

No. 4 shows the appearance of the same 
part of the same specimen taken after 
etching for a long time (about two hours), 
in. order to show the effect of overdevel- 
cpment.

A German inventor has patented a clock for 
attachment to telephone instruments, which has 
levera to be set for the number of minutes’ con- 
versation desired; the connection with the other 
instrument being broken when the time expires. 

For use in scrubbing floors a new brush has 
an adjustable plate to be strapped on the foot, the 
back of the brush having pins which are held by 
hooks to secure the brush to the plaie, making it 
urneceesary to get down on the nands and kneeg 
tg clean floors. 

In a newly designed chandeijer a heavy rubber 
tube is covered with a woven fabiic and sus- 
per.ded on pulleys to carry the lamp, which may 
be adjusted on the pillows to any desired height, 
the tube supplying the gas for the light. 

Shoe laces are to be made with a core of hemp 
or other strong cord inclosed In a loosely woven 
casing, the core extending into a tongue of coiled 
wire or soft brass at either end, Aus forming a 
string which will not wear out easily. 

For use in market houses an [nyg'ishman has 
desizned a folding stand, which is supported on 
a central telescoping rod in a well to slide down 
below the level of the floor and be covered by a 
water-tight cap when not In use, making it easy 
t> clean the market floors. 

Fforses are protected from storme by a new cov- 
ering composed of a wire canopy frame, which is 
broad across the back and curveg up over the 
head, the frame being covered by a waterproof 
fabric, with curtains along the edges to protect 
the animal. 

There are many poultry farms in England. for 
fresh fowl is considered a great and staple table 
delicacy. They have many scKhemee for fatten- 
ing the birds. One is to confine them !n small 
pens, where they have no exercise and are fed a 
mixture of ground oats, milk and fat. They put 
on flesh at a rapid rate subjected to this treatment. 
The birds are not allowed to pick up their food 
in the natural manner, but have it pumped or 
crammed into their crops by a simple machine, 
consisting of a large funnel, into which the food 
is placed, falling into a cylinder, from which it 
is pumped by a pison worked by a treadle 
through a flexible tube some seven inches !ong 
direct into the fowl’s crop. The birds are fed 
this way twice a day. The dexterity with which 
ee of protesting birds are fed is remark- 
able. 

To prevent the entrance of water into a shot 
hole below the water line of a ship a Westerner 
has patented a bandage composed of a {tlexible 
waterproof material, stiffened with metal ribs, to 
be hung over the side of the ship and unroll until 
it falls over the opening, the pressure of the 
water holding it in place. 

At the recent German.naval maneuvers a Greck 
Phenician fire, a new and important invention 
by a Berlin engineer, was tested during the night 
evolutions off the Island of Heligoland and off 
Kiel, and proved very efficient in detecting the 
presence of the enemy. The fire ignites on con- 
tact with the air or water, and cannot be 
quenched with either earth or water, but burns 
with a brilliant light, exceeding a big search- 
light. It can be sunk under water or under 
ground, and when brought to the eurface immece- 
diately bursts into flame. 

A textile school is to be opened at Ashland- 
under-Lyne, England, machinery to the value of 
about $10,000 has been promised, provided that 
town will find within reasonable time suitable ac- 
commodations for the same and efficient teaching 
staff. 4 

As a substitute for leather, canvas, cotton or 
cloth ie boiled in a solution of tannic acid. When 
an enameled surface is required it is then treated 
with a compound of linseed oil boiled with any 
desired coloring pigment, the fab?fic being treated 
after drying with several coats of linseed and 
copal oils, together with coloring matter. 

A Chicago inventor has designed a handy eelf- 
adiusting fastener for neckties, belts, etc., which 
ccusists of a metal plate to be pinned or sewn 
to the fabric, with a slot in the eenter, having a 
hole at one end for the entrance of the button, 
which is prevented from slipping out by a double 
curve in the slot. 

Raised ornamental designs, letters, ete., are pro- 
cuced upon walls, vases and. furniture by forcing 
plastic clay or cement from the nozzle of a new 
decorating tool, which has a reservoir for the 
clay and a screw piston at the rear to force the 
material to a flexible hose to the nozzle in the 
hand of the artist.

‘All such comparisons must be accepted as 
rough approximations, since the same explosive 
under apparently similar conditions gives dis- 
cordant results. This probably arises from the 
fuct that the same explosive compound varies 
somewhat in its exact constitution according to 
the purity of the materials used in its formation; 
and, again, exact measures of the forces (4- 
veloped by explosives are impossible. It has been 
calculated that one pound of nitroglycerine de- 
velope about 1100 foot tons of potential energy. 
Compared with one pound of coal, which bus a 
potential energy of abut 6000 foot tons, there !s 
a marked contrast. On this point it has been sug- 
geeted that the explosive has to expend a large 
amount of work in converting its condensed 
oxygen into gas before it can combine with the 
combustible elements of the explosive. 

The rationale of the detonation of explosives is 
not well understood. That it is not solely due to 
heat ts evidenced by the fact that it is pose!ble 
to detonate wet guncotton: and from the phe- 
nomena of sympathetic explosions, which will be 
referred to later, it would seem that detonation 
may possibly arise from the vibratory action of 
the detonating agent upon the molecules of the 
explosive. The elements of the explosive mole- 
cule are retained in stability by delicately bal- 
anced forces: and if these forces are thrown into 
chonged vibrations by an external force, such - 
the sharp initial explosion of @ fulminate, aa 
mclecules of the explosive are broken up, aa 
detonation folldws.

“What does the American stage, in your 
opinion, most need?’’ 

The question was put to Roland Reed, 
in his dressing room at the Olympic, fol- 
lowing a desultory conversation on the 
drama and dramatists. 

“Wihat the American stage most needs 
to-day is dramatists,” said Mr. Reed. 
“There are good actors and actresses, but 
unfartunately for. the art we have drifted 
into the atmosphere of the 10, 20 and 30 
cents show, which benefits the profess‘onal 
in employment, but does not benefit the 
art he represents. It is simply impossible, 
no matter how clever the actor or actress 
may be, to give proper attention and study 
to the plays in such consecutive form~a 
new one each week. They cannot be well 
presented, therefore the public gets what 
it pays for—a 10, 2 and 80 cent perform- 
ance—and the stage suffers. On the other 
hand, representative stars and companies 
which travel give material, well presented, 
that not only benefits the stage, but up- 
holds and shows in the best light the possi- 
bilities in all its true form of that which 
makes the stage 80 powerful a factor. 

“The stage to-day is better than it has 
ever been; it commands the attention of all 
students of art; It employs the best talent 
that braing can furnish, and all it needs, 
in my opinion, te the just recognition of 
the thinking public; with good dramatic ma- 
— to work on and the masses will fol- 
ow.” 

Which remarks bring to mind that Mr. 
Reed announced during his engagement 


here that he made a point of bringing out a 
new play every year, and that the play he 
brought out this year was only good enough 
to run half a week, after which it was sup- 
planted by an old, old favorite. 


Mr. Jefferson says and doubtless believes 
that his retirement from the Stage is only 
temporary.

His father was an 
actor, but quiet and unambitious. Mr. 
Jefferson’s first appearance on the stage 
was in ‘Pizarro,’ when he was 3 years old. 
A year later he played a pickaninny part 
with Thomas D. Rice, the original Jim 
Crow. Rice would walk on the stage car- 
rying a carpet bag and announce: 


Ladies and gentlemen, I'd have you to know 
I'se got a little darkey here to jump Jim Crow. 


Then Httle Joe would jump out and dance. 
When he was 8 years old he and his father 
began strolling through the country. They 
followed the United States army into Mex- 
ico. When he was 20 he got an engage- 
ment in New York. Soon afterwards he 
married Margaret Clements Lockyer, an 
English actress. She died in 1861. In 1865 
Dion Boucicault whipped “Rip Van Win- 
kle” into shape for Mr. Jefferson. , It made 
a big hit, and founded the Jefferson for- 
In 1867 he married a Miss Warren, 
a distant relation. The story of how Mr. 
Jefferson remodeled Sheridan’s comedy, 
“The Rivals,” and made it a success, is So 
recent that playgoers all know it. 


Actors are never satisfied. No matter 
how good a thing they may have in the 
material eense, they are continually 
yearning for the path of glory. Henry 
Lee, whose remarkable impersonations of 
distinguished men made a hit at the Co- 
lumbia several weeks ago, is about to de- 
sert vaudeville for the drama.

HE present season has introduced a 
1 new Carmen to the world of song— 
a Carmen who is psychologically 
fitted to present a more significantly truth- 
ful delineation of the character than has 
ever before been seen, and whose piquant 
beauty needs no aid from ‘‘makeup”’ to 
make it Spanish in type, since her blood is 
pure Spanish. 

She is the only Span'sh Carmen that the 
stage has seen. She is now in New York. 

Mme Chalia is the daughter of Gen. 
Diaz de Herrera y de Fonseca, who was 
the Spanish Minister of Marine, and whose 
father previously held the same high of- 
fice, a fact in itself a guarantee of doubly 
noble blood, as up to 188 officers of the 
navy in that proud and punctilious coun- 
try must be able to prove a title to nobil- 
ity not merely for themselves, but also 
for the women they married. 

Gen, de Fonesca was born in Havana 
while his father occupied an official posi- 
tion there, and he himself returned to 
Cuba, in manhood, on official duty, and 
there Rosalie Challe Diaz de Herrera y 
de Fonseca was born. 

Mme. Chalia—she uses a portion of her 
Christian name as her stage name—was 
educated in Cadiz, which is near Seville, 
the city of Carmen, and passed much 
time there unconsciously studying the 
cigarette-maker on hér native soil. At 
that time a public career was not thought 
of for the high-born Spanish senorita,

whose many names recall Waller's fa- 
mous poem, “Magdalena; or, The Spanish 
Duel,” and its Don Camillo Guzman Miguel 
Pedrillo de Ximenes y Ribera, etc., who 
fell by the eword of Peter Brown. Her 
voice, however, was considered remarkable, 
even in childhood, and received the best 
training procurable, and when the Cuban 
troubles deprived her husband of the 
greater part of his revenue Mme. Challa 
thought it a good time to put her musical 
and dramatic gifts into practical use. 

Since their residence in New York she 
has taught with great success, and won 
applause at the Waldorf-Astoria concerts 
last winter.

MRS. SNELL M’CREA. 


THE STORY 


OF A WOMAN'S LIFE THROWN AWAY. 


She Was a Daughter of Amos Snell Who Was Mysteriously Murdered in Chicago, 
and, Contemning the Conventions, She Passed Out of Good Foiks, Lives. 


STRANGE history was that of Allie 
Snell, often known as Mrs, Snell 
McCrea, and Jatterly as Mrs. Doug- 

las Green. It was the history of a beau- 

tiful woman, fascinating but weak, in 
whose life were all the elements of trag- 
edy. When she died 10 days ago in New 

York a remarkable history was ended. 

The only wonder is that ‘“‘finis’’ was not 

written by her own hand, 

Allie Snell was the daughter of Amos 
Snell, a Chicago millionaire, whose brutal 
and still unavenged murder is one of the 
few somber incidents connected with her 
early career. 

I recollect Allie Snell as a pretty little 
girl, with big brown eyes and golden curls, 
bubbling over with innocent fun. 

The Snells were not of the exclusive cir- 
cles. but the beauty of the: daughte;s— 
Allie being the younger—and their itm- 
mense wealth gave them a social stand- 
ing. 

When Allie married young McCrea she 
twas but a child—not over 16—spoiled, per- 
haps, but not more so than half the pet- 
ted daughters of newly rich parents. 

For a few years the McCreas were con- 
spicuous socially, and Mrs. McCrea was a 
favorite. She developed into a beautiful 
woman and possessed such power of mim- 
icry that she would entertain a roomful of 
people by the hour. 

No one knew where the trouble origt- 
nated, and until the separation occurred 
there were few aware of dissensions in the 
MoCrea household. Suddenly Mrs. McCrea 
and her two chiidren left the family home, 
and a little later news came that Allie Mc- 
Crea was suing for divorce, that she had 
taken a residence in New York, and wes 
preparing for the stage. 

As though she was almost a victim of 
dementia, Mrs. Snell McCrea, as she was 
now called, began to be known for her un- 
conventional, showy appearance, and for 
escapades as varied as they were dispar- 

o her reputation. 

“she ca but "ee and twenty, and had 
been the ‘heroine of numerous adven- 
tures. Her old friends had sadly crossed 
her name off visiting lists and were 
forgetting to recognize her upon the 
streets, when she reached the climax of 
her eccentricities by her so-called mar- 
riage to Douglas Green, an undivorced 
man, husband of a _ lovely wife and 
father of two charming children. 

Mrs. McCrea was stopping at the Hygela 
Hotel, Fort Monroe, where she was known 
as a pretty divorcee, and received much 
attention from the officers, it is said, but 
was avoided by the ladies. Suddenly, one 
Mr. Douglas Green and 
Mr. J. C. Ayer, son of the fashionable 
Mrs. J. C. Ayer, a member of New York's 
Four Hundred, appeared also at the Hy- 
geia. 

These gentlemen made inquiries for Mrs. 
McCrea, and shortly after they, with Mrs. 
McCrea and a Mrs. Brandt, went to drive 
in an open carriage. They went to the 
house of a colored preacher and were mar- 
ried, Mrs. McCrea giving her condition as 
that of a widow and Douglas Green his 
as a widower. 

It was the intention to keep the cere- 
mony a secret, but the colored preacher 
took the certificate to the County Clerk for 
record and within a few hours the affair 
was public property. 

New York society was interested because 
it involved a member of the exclusive set. 
Men of business who had connections with 
Douglas Green—notably his partner, Mr. 
Arthur E. Bateman—publicly expressed 
their indignation.

Whatever Allie McCrea's sins, they wer, 
speedily, terribly punished. 

For two or three years little was hear. 
of Douglas Green and his companion. Oc. 
casionally some one would tell of having 
seen them in some remote quarter of the 
earth, and it was always the same ola 
story of u@happy wandering. . 

Meanwhile Will McCrea. who had se 
cured the custody of his eldest child, mar- 
gied the widow of John Lester, the step- 
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mother of young Mrs. Philip Armour. This 
marriage gave Mr. McCrea social prestige. 


and the little son of Allie McCrea became 
a@ pet of the Armour family. 

There were rumors, after Mre, Douglas 
Green secured her divorce, of a legal mgar- 
riage between the eloping pair, but wheth- 
er this was solemnized I do not know. 

A few yeas ago WVouglas Green reap- 

eared, and shortly after “Mr. and Mrs. 

Ouglas Green" instalied themselves in 
a New York apartment. History repeated 
itself; the little woman who had e6een 
S50 many men at her feet and was envied 
by her own sex because of her beauty 
and her wealth found herself ostracised. 

At Seabright a year or so ago Mrs. 
Green once more appeared, stil] pretty, 
with winning manners and plenty of 
money, but the odor of the mock mar- 
riage ceremony was about her.

THE ONLY HOPE OF THE TURF. 


It Is This Year’s Crop of Yearlings and 
Weanlings and Not in the Present 
2 and 3-Year-Olds. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 19.—The eyes of 
the turf world are upon old Kentucky. 

From its Blue Grass stock farms must 
come the thoroughbreds of the future, as 
they have in the past. 

The “sport of kings’’ has almost reached 
a crisis. With a scrubby lot of 3-year-olds, 
the famous stake horses in the sere and 
yellow leaf, and the 2-year-olds, an un- 


a ai quantity, the situation is truly crit- 
cal. 


There will not always be Hanovers, 
Lamplighters, Kingstons, Brambles, Jim 
Gores and Rileys, and a new generation of 
sires Must come to the front to uphold the 
prestige of the running track. It hes been 
a long time since a record was made or 
broken. There is ascanty number of first- 
Class horses that are able to jump out and 
do what Salvator, Libertine, Kildeer and 
Ten Broeck did. The good ones ere get- 
ting old, and the yearlings and 2-year-olds 
are the hope of the turf. 


This condition is evidenced by the extra- 
Ordinarily high prices that were recently 
paid for horses at the sales in the Kast. 
These animals were not bought for the 
purpose of running them, but it is the 
intention of their purchasers to put them 
in the stud, and endeavor to produce an- 
Other group of racers with the ability to 
£0 in and win purses and stakes with any 
kind of weight upon them, which the 
class now foisted on the betting public 
is unable to do. The reason is plain. The 
horses are simply being raced to death. 
There are now few such men on the run- 
ning turf as old Frank Harper, who owned 
the famous Ten Broeck and other good 
Ones and raced simply for honor and 
glory. Harper took as much pride in win- 
ning a small purse with a good animal as 
the men of to-day do in getting a big 
stake event and then disposing of the 
animal that won it for a great sum. His 
horses were thought as much of as if they 
were of his own flesh and blood. 


In the old days there were many such 
men as Frank Harper, who raced their 
fine stock for the pleasure there was in it. 
Now such turfmen as “Virginia” Bradley 
are controlling the racing world. They 
are in it for the money there is to be ob- 
tained. They think nothing of sending out 
such good ones as Blitzen, Traverser, In- 
terior and Boney Boy day after day for 
_—e and seeing the noble creatures at 
ast fall dead on the track from sheer ex- 
haustion. When they have positively not 


fa single race left in them they are retired 


to the stud and beget a race of weaklings. 
Their good qualities have all been raced 
out of them and turned tnto cash. No 
thought of the future inspires the owner 
of to-day and he sees the class gradually 
getting lower and lower. There are hun- 
dreds of such men In the business, and they 
are responsible for the decay of the game. 


Another factor In the decline of racing 
is the many winter meetings. There are a 
host of owners who run thelr horses al] 
winter on the Pacific Slope and at New 
Orleans, and then in the summer they go 
North and make the poor creatures race 
all through the sultry warm weather. It 
is not unreasonable to suppose that a horse 
will break down under such a strain, te 
put it mildly. A few owners have actually 
raced their horses at night under the giare 
of the electric light.

the East and West. It 12 a good thing for 
the game that such men are in it, and 
every effort should be made to keep them 
im it. Without them it would soon be 
dead. Harper has gone. Lucky Baldwin, 
who in years gone by was the prde of 
the Pacific Slope, with Lucky B., Rel el 
Santa Anita, Volante and Montana Regent, 
has been forced out of the business by the 
unscrupulous turfmen of the East, and he 
swears that never again will he venture 
this side of the Rockies. “‘Umbrella Bil!’’ 
McGuigan, noted for the ability with which 
he puts his good ones on edge for the 
spring races, never gent a horse out to race 
the whole year round. He knew thtat such 
a strain was beyond endurance. Brewer 
Schorer has also learned not to expect too 
much from his horses and he realizes that 
er must have rest just the same as a 
n. 


Recently I have talked with a number of 
the men most prominently identified with 
the racing interests of the country. They 
are one and all of the opinion that the 
jumping off place has about been reached 
and that the smal] owners will have te 
be crowded out for the good of the busi- 
ness. Every year they get fewer. It costs 
money to keep a-race horse, and there 
is never a winter meeting but sees 2? 
score or more go to the wall. The soon- 
er all of them are forced out the better 
it will be for the sport. Then there will 
be some sense in keeping “dope.” Now 
one can tell nothing about form. On ever 
track there are jn-and-outers, and the 
judges have failed to regulate the mat- 
ter. They set down jockeys and call ur 
the owners, but it is all to no avail. This 
is not where the fault lies. It is in the 
fact that the running qualities of the 
horses have been raced out of them. The 
finest race horse that ever stepped out 
on the great yellow circle could not win if 
he was raced every day. There are too 
many owners, too many tracks and too 
much racing. DICK WORK.

A copovitch has invented a method of 

learning the multiplication table— 
that bete noir of pupil and teacher alike— 
which, for ingenuity and simplicity, leaves 
little to be desired. He observed that chil- 
dren used their fingers in Mathematical 
computations which were at all difficult to 
them, and hence a method of 
manual multiplication that has been suc- 
cessfully used in many European echools.

Procopovitch’s system neglects all products 
6, 
these products are readily learned by most 
children, 

The Polish mathematician first numbers 
the fingers of each hand. The two thumbs 


each represent 6, the index finger 7, the 
middle fingers 8, the ring fingers 9, and the 
little fingers 10. In order to multiply any 
two of these numbers, the fingers repre- 
senting the multiplier and the multiplicand 
are placed end to end. Beginning with the 
fingers which have been thus placed to- 
Kether, the number of fingers {!s counted 
proceeding toward and including the 
thumbs. The sum will be the number of 
tens contained in the desired product.

With boatmen and shippers 
it became a favorite resort, and country 
residents who drove into town hardly 
felt satisfied till they had dined at the 
Bellonia. Twice a day the couches of 
the Trenton line ptilled up before the 
Inn. 

In 1823 the Bellonia passed into the 
hands of Cornelius Vanderbilt, who 
was unknown, except that every day or 
so he would sail up from Perth Amboy 
with a boatload of fish and oysters and 
hawk them about the town. 

How did Vanderbilt get the money 
‘rom fish-peddling to buy the Bellonia’ 
He didn’t. 

Early in 1822 William Gibbons, a cap- 
italist, made a night drive from this 
city to Perth Amboy. It was impera- 
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Cornelius’s Daring Which Won Him His First Boat. 


tive that he should cross Arthur Kill to 
Totttenville, S. I. The night was stormy. 
Gibbons besought the ferryman to take 
him across, but he refused. He then 
wandered into an old ferry tavern 
where hardy boatmen were gathered. 

“Where’s the man with the nerve to 
row me across?” the called out. 

One old salt said: ‘‘Why, Cap’n, you’re 
da ft!’’ 

Gibbons cried: ‘Name your price; I’ve 
got to go!” 

Just then the dvor swung open and 
“Corny”? Vanderbilt stalked in. 

Vanderbilt ordered a drink and swal- 
lowed it in silence, then he responded: 
“Well Cap’n, T’m your man; iet’s 
start!’’ 

(Buttoning up his coat Corny got out 
his boat, with a pair of oars, an oilskin 
and a lantern. The capitalist climbed 
upon the rear seat and held the lantern, 
Perhaps an hour later the two men, 
after a perilous voyage, ‘trod Staten Isl- 
and, soaked to the skin. — 

Vanderbilt had just been married and 
Gibbons could not persuade him to re- 
main over night on the island. The rich 
man handed him a card, with some 
money, and told him bo call at the steam-

‘in Vienna. He is 111 years old, but 

is hale and hearty. By no means 
decrepit, he dispenses the hospitality of 
his comfortable home with the pleas- 
ant, cheery manner of an Old World 
g.entleman. 

Think what it means to be lll years 
old! It means that 1787 was the year of 
birth. At sim years his childish ears 
drank in fearful stories about Louis 
XVI. having his head chopped off. At 
eighteen he was stirred by the battle of 
Trafalgar. Well does he remember 
when Queen Victor'a ascended the 
throne; he was then fifty years old. He 
had almost reached sixty years when 
the revolution changed the face of his 
Fatherland. Dynasties have risen and 
been overthrown, ésclence has trans- 
formed the world, but here is the old 
man, still alert and interested. He is a 
living history of ‘the greatest epoch 
the world has ever known. 

His wife is seventy-six, but she is 
hale and sprightly, and coddies the old 
gentieman to his heart's content. 

Of Jewish faith he is a reguiar attend- 


T HE oldest man in the world lives 


ant at daily prayers. He spends his 
days chatting with his friends and read- 
ing, frequently dropping off into a tiny 
nap. On being asked how he lived in 
his young days he replied: 

“TI worked hard and felt hungry after 
my labor. I always had two pounds of 
meat at a meal and a pint of light 
Hungarian wine. Twice in my. life I 
was drunk, and I was so dreadfully ill 
afterward that it was no task to keep 
sober. I've always liked girls. I liked 
them when I was young and when I 
was middle-aged, and I like them still 
now that I am old. All the mischief 
that I was ever in had a pretty girl at 
the bottom of it. 

“What do I think is the cause of my 
happy old age? Oh, I know exactly. I 
never worried and I never grieved. I 
worked until weary, and then slept in 
unbroken rest until it was time to work 
again. It ig those who sit brooding 
over misfortunes who grow old before 
their time. A whole night's sorrowing 
has never put a copper in any man’s 


pocket or made a misfortune lighter to 
bear.”’ 
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bdat company’s office in Battery place 
when he visited New York. 

Some weeks later Vanderbilt did go, 
and was cordially received. When he 
was about to leave Gibbons gave him a 
package and told him to go to a wharf, 
where he would find an oyster smack 
for his own use. 

With this boat Vanderbilt began to 
make money. Not many months later 
he had saved $200 and leased the Bel- 
lonia Hotel. Fortune seemed to have 
smiled upon him, for about the same 
time he was made capiain of the first 
steamer between New York and New 
Brunswick, The Bellonia, through the 
aid of Gibbons. 

Vanderbilt had plenty of competition. 
Opposing lines were started and he had 
to hustle to maintain his pre-eminence. 

While he was on the water Mrs. Van- 
derbilt cared for the guests who came 
to the Bellonia. She frequently took a 
hand in caring for their horses, and di- 
vided the rest of her time in looking 
after the house and bar. She. one of 
whose descendants was to be a duchess, 
washed and scrubbed to accumulate a 
fortune. She had a good eye for busi- 
ness. 
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Bellonia

After awhile Mrs. Vanderbilt felt @ 
desire to live more like the aristocrats 
about her moved her household into 
a house yet standing in Burnet street. 
Here it was that William H. Vander- 
bilt was born. Capt. Vanderbil: was 
promoted and wanted te give up the 


tavern, but his wife was not willing to 
kill the goose that laid the golden egg, 
and continued to welcome travellers. 
The good cheer of the hostelry was fa- 
mous. 


Charles Spaulding kept an excellent 
private schoo] at 370 George street in 
those days, and to this was young W. H. 
Vanderbilt sent, having for schoolmates 
beys known later in life as Gov. Lud- 
low, Bishop Richard Goodrich, Col. Ja- 
cob J. Janeway, Judge Charles D. Desh- 
ler and other prominent Jerseymen. 

In 1834 the steamer Bellonia was 
burned. Vanderbilt was immediately 
transferred to another boat, which he 
ran for severa! vears. His schrewdness 
won the confidence of his employers, 
and when a vacancy occurred in the 
New York office ‘‘Commodore”’ Vander- 
bilt was made superintendent of the 
line. Upon the death of Mr. Gibbons 
Mr. Vanderbilt became President of the 
company. 

He moved to New York with his 
family and the Bellonia Hotel passed 
into the hands of Col. Peter Cheney, 
who, later, served with the Jersey troops 
under Gen. McClellan in the civil war. 
It is now a tenement.

“But we sit in our dull-looking shops 
day after day and never do a thing to 
promote a demand. How many ef you 
sell coffins to a man who doesn't need 
one? Yet think. of the millions of pianos, 
sewing machines and clothes-wringers 
that are disposed of every year to people 
who have no earthly need of them, but 


who are forced to buy owing to the per- 
sistency of the agents. 

“What we want to do is to make our 
stores inviting, so that people will come 
in and’ trade. Set out a free lunch once 
in a while to bring ‘em in. Don't be 
mean. Offer special rates to parties 
getting up clubs. Boom consumption. 
Make combination offers in connection 
with the magazines and give trading 
Stamps to regular patrons. 

“The undertaki:: trade has got into 
a rut, that’s what's the matter. You 
have got to be up to the times or you 
will get left. The railroad business in- 
creased 14 per cent., the pork trade 18 
per cent. and the paint industry 20 per 
cent. last year. What did we do? .A 
beggarly 4 per cent. better than during 
the previous twelve months. 

“The matter with the undertaking 
trade is that everything’s ihe matter 
with ft. It needs a great big revival. 
We've got to vet out and hustle or every 
other industry in the country will pass 
us before we've left the post.”

The year 1900 
seems a lone way off, but time flies 
rapidly, and within seventeen months 
the Paris Exposition will glitter with un- 
imagined splendor and be an accom- 
plished fact. Already the matter of 
visiting the Exposition is being agitated 


i Universal Exposition at Paris in 


‘in,every city, town and hamlet through- 


out this country. Clubs and tourist par- 
tles are being formed by churches, 
schools, bicyclers, lawyers, physicians, 
teachers, colleges and commercial asso- 
c‘ations from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 
Tourist companies are flooding the coun- 
try with propectuses and circulars, aB- 
nouncing rates and accommodations, on 
the membership and instalment plan, so 
low that the poorest clerk or laborer 
may save enough between now anc 1900 
to visit the great shoW®W and see Paris in 
roval style. 

Fifty-five nations will take part in 
the great industria) fair, and the United 
States will appear in this great peaceful 
competition which is to close the cen- 
tury, in grand array, side by side with 
ill the civilized nations of the world. A$ 
a matter of fact, this country will preba- 
bly lead all others in the way of ex- 
hibits. The amount of space that will 
be occupied by the mxposition, with 
palaces and buildings, landscaping and 
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gurdening, will be about 360 acres. Of 
this about five acres has been assigned 
to the United States. The French Gov- 
ernment will expend about $25,000,000 on 
the Exposit om, and many of the pa'‘aces, 
bridges and works of art will perma- 
nently embellish the gay capital of 
France. 

In the classification of exhibits at the 
Exposition visitors will have a series of 
most profitable lessons continually be- 
fore their eyes. The harmonious ar- 
rangement of objects will be like a mir- 
ror in which the minds of all the na- 
tions of the world will be reflected. 

It is expected that over 50,000 foreign 


exhibitors will take part in the Exposi- 


tion of 1900, and of this number several 
thousand will be from the Unite! States, 

One of the grandest pieces of work at 
the Universal Exposition of 1900 will be 
the Alexander III. Bridge, the corner- 
stone of which was laid by Nicholas II.. 
Exnperor of Russia, on Oct. 7, 1896. This 
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magnincent structure wil] stretch across 
the Seine, between Pont de la Concorde 
and Pont de l’Alma. The view of the 
Ikiver Seine and the Exposition from this 
bridge, and the fine perspective of the 
erand new avenue that is now being 
constructed from the invalides to the 
Champs-Elysees, with the new palaces 
on either side, will be one of the great 
attractions of the Exposition. The 
ornamentation of Alexander III. Bridge 
will surpass anything ever seen on a 
similar structure. The decoration of 
the main arch, which is to be of steel, 
will be particularly’ elaborate. The 
summit of the arch, in the centre of the 
bridge, will bear as escutcheon, an im- 
mense sun studded with a number of 
multi-colored electric lights. Among 
the many projects that will probably 
be seen at the Exposition, are the Pal- 
ace of the Press, a revolving tower, 400 
feet high, an Aquarium Theatre, a Pan- 
orama of the Mysteries of the Ocean, a 
huge bell in a monumental belfry, a 
wine-vat to hold 100,000 gallons, a Palace 
and History of Toys. a Street of Cen- 
turies, and a thousand other forms of 
amusement and novelties. In fact, the

THE MEN WHO WILL RUN IT. 
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Paris Exposition of 1900 will be far 
from having a serious aspect, and Art, 
Science and Industry will not have the 
field all to themselves. There will te 
pleasure resorts galore. such as only 
the French can give, for those who do 
not care to give all their time in study- 
ing exhibits, arts and inventions. There 
will be congresses of all kinds, Music, 
Religion, Science, &c, 

In the hands of Commissioner-Gen- 
eral Ferdinand W. Peck has been placed 
by President McKinley the destiny of 
the affairs of the United States at the 
great Exposition. Mr. Peck, who lives 
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in Chicago, assumed the duties of United 
States Commissioner-General in August 
last. 

Mr. Peck, who returned from Paris a 


‘few days ago. sald: “I have found that 


there Is no fecling In France on account 
of the war, and all indications point to 
the fact that the Exposition of 1900 will 
be a wonderful one, and the United 
States, with all its enurmous’ resources, 
will be fitly represented. Mr. Peck 
while in Paris at the time secured a 
site in the Garden of the Tulleries for 
the La Fayette Monument which the 
school children of America will present 
to France. The monument will cost 
$250,000 and will be unveiled on July 4, 
1990, which will be United States Day at 
the Exposition. 

Major Fred Brackett, who was ap- 
pointed Secretary of the United States 
Commission by President McKinley, has 
occupied an ‘mportant position in the 
United States Treasury Department for 
many years He has a splendid record as 
a soldier, and as a citizen and business 
man, and is especially well qualified for 
this place by his rare executive ability. 

Mr. Paul B:ackmar, Director of Af- 
fairs, was identified with the World's 
Fair, at Chicago, as Superintendent of 
Collections, and is In every way well 
equipped for the position he holds. 

M. Alfred Picard is the French Com- 
missioner-General of the Exposition. 
He is an Alsatian by birth, and itis one 


of the greatest of France's engineers. 
H. MATTOX.

But in the grand 
scramble to gobble up Africa it is of 
the very greatest importance. 

Botuh France and England are doing 
all in their power to get possession of as

Gen. Kitchener immediately 
jumped to the conclusion that it was 
Col. Marchand who had reached rash- 
oda. He at once pushed on to investi- 
gate. 


He found Col. Marchand — strongly 
camped and exceedingly polite. Col. 
Marchand was extremely glad to receive 
the English. He entertained them as 
best he could in the wild country, and 
under the French flag. The English 
wanted the British flag to fly beside the 
French. Col. Marchand was sorry, but 
he really couldn't consent to that with- 
out instructions from his Government.

For years it has been supposed that 


much sugar was injurious to the sys- 
tem, that it harmed the teeth and 
ruined the digestion when eaten in 


large quantities.

It 
iS not sugar, we are told, but fruit 
acids mingled with it, that hurt the 
teeth. Negroes in sugar disfricts, who

Sugar. as a great feeder of muscular 
power, is recommended by German au- 
thorities for the use of athletes in train- 
ing and by soldiers as an emergency 
food.

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; WHAT WE PAY NAVAL MEN. 


The officets and men who handle our 
warships, if we except the glory and 
honors won, are as a class poorly paid. 
The positions of importance in the navy 
require men of unusual intelligence, who 
must pass through a long. technical 
training and undergo a comparatively 
rough and of course often most 
dangerous life. It is safe te say that 
this same class of men, were they to 
devote the same energy to busi- 
ness, would hbe~compensated much 
more highly. The pay of an offi- 
cer varies according. to his rank and 
the nature of his duty. His income is 
greatest while at sea and lowest when 
he is on leave or waiting orders. The
